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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR continues to damage alfalfa in areas of Arizona and New 
Mexico, and larvae 8-12 per 10 sweeps in Choctaw County, Oklahoma. (p. 1109). 
Many growers in western Kansas concerned about HESSIAN FLY damage in wheat 
fields. SORGHUM MIDGE damaging late-planted grain sorghum in Arizona. (p. 1110). 
SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER very heavy in Arizona grain sorghum, and GREENBUG appear- 
ing in small grains in Johnston County, Oklahoma. FALL ARMYWORM continues most 
important problem on pastures, small grains and lawns in Texas. (p. 1112). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY damaging to walnuts in areas of California. CITRUS RUST MITE in 
high range on citrus fruit in Florida, but infestation on leaves low. Population 
of BLACK SCALE at moderate level on Florida citrus, but is highest on record for 
time of year. (p. 1112). 


Destructive populations of VARIABLE OAK LEAF CATERPILLAR present in several areas 
of Oklahoma, with 90 percent defoliation reported in areas of Seminole and 
Pontotoc Counties, south central area. (p. 1114). Several COCCIDS troublesome 
and causing damage to various ornamentals in areas of California, Ohio and 
Florida. (p. 1115). 


BROWN DOG TICK a nuisance in areas of California, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma; conditions apparently extremely favorable for rapid population 
buildup in California. (p. 1117). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH and FLAT GRAIN BEETLE heavily damaged stored corn locally in 
Champaign County, Ohio. (p. 1118). 


FORECASTS 


Fifty percent of citrus groves in Florida expected to have moderate to heavy 
infestations of CITRUS RUST MITE in last quarter of year; important infestations 
of TEXAS CITRUS MITE to be present in about 15 percent of groves; and about 10 
percent of groves will develop injurious infestations of CITRUS RED MITE. A few 
important infestations of SCALE INSECTS may be expected, and GRASSHOPPERS and 
PLANT BUGS will be more numerous than usual. (p. 1112).

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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
MID-OCTOBER TO MID-NOVEMBER 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period mid-October to mid-November 
calls for temperatures to average below seasonal normals over the western half 

of the Nation, except for near normal along the west coast and over the northern 
Plains. Above normal temperatures are indicated for the Middle and South Atlantic 
States. In the remaining unspecified areas near normal temperatures are in 
prospect. Precipitation is expected to exceed normal over most of the Nation 
except for subnormal amounts in the Far Southwest and near normal amounts over 

the Pacific Northwest, the northern Plains and east of the Appalachians. 


Weather forecast given here is based on the official 30-day "Resume and Outlook" 
published twice a month by the Weather Bureau. You can subscribe through Super- 
intendent of Documents, Washington 25, D. C. Price $4.80 a year, $2.40 a half 
year. 


WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 15 


While for much of the country the weather was exceedingly warm and dry, torren- 
tial rains and high winds battered the west coast north of Monterey, California. 
Temperatures averaged below normal over the Pacific Northwest into northern Idaho 
and western Montana, northern and southwestern California, and the northern areas 
of New York and New England. Medford, Oregon, with a 7° deficit, was the most 
unseasonable Far West station for the second consecutive week. 


Temperature averages over the remainder of the Nation were mostly warmer than 6° 
above normal, with a 15° departure at Des Moines, Iowa, being the greatest. Mid- 
week maxima reached record or near-record levels throughout the Midwest. On the 
12th, a new late season mark of 90° was set at Springfield, Illinois. Pierre, 
South Dakota, recorded a 90° high on each of the final 2 days. 


Little or no rain of consequence fell from southern California into western and 
southern Texas and northward into the upper Great Plains. It was also a dry week 
in the Atlantic States south of Maryland. North of the Ohio Valley into the 

western Great Lakes States, showers produced light precipitation. However, locally 
heavy storms produced totals over 1 inch and occasional hail in Illinois,Wisconsin 
and Michigan. One tornado touched down in Clark and Wood Counties of Wisconsin 

on the 10th. Heavy showers from central Texas northeastward yielded as much as 
6.74 inches at Corsicana, Texas, and 4.99 inches at Dallas, Texas, with 3.00- to 
4.00-inch amounts common. Ample 1.00-inch amounts were recorded in Arkansas and 
Missouri, with local totals ranging up to 5.00 inches. While New England was still 
recovering from torrential rains of the previous week, a tornado hit Charlton, 
Massachusetts, on the 12th, and a locally heavy rainfall swamped Broome County, 

New York, on the 11th and 12th. Severe flooding was reported and drownings in 
swollen streams took 5 lives. 


The most notable weather of the week occurred in the Far West, where hurricane 
rains of over 7 inches at San Francisco, California, delayed the World Series for 
4 days. Winds along the Oregon coast exceeded 100 m.p.h. as the storm moved 
northward just offshore. Loss of lives attributed to the storm ran high, and 
damage to crops, trees, power and telephone lines, roadways, homes and small boats 
was extensive. Totals along the north central coast of California were over 6 
inches. Inland in the northern Sierras, amounts were generally over 12 inches, 
with Blue Canyon, California, totaling over 20 inches for the week. The precipi- 
tation was not limited to coastal states as Idaho, Montana and Nevada all had 
amounts over 1 inch in their northern and western regions, and snowfall was 
recorded at most higher elevations of the major mountain ranges. (Summary supplied 
by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - ARIZONA - Continues to cause considerable 
injury to alfalfa in Salt River and Casa Grande areas. Attacking young seedling 
alfalfa in many instances. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Damage apparent to 
alfalfa in Eddy, Chaves and Dona Ana Counties. Some controls applied. Larvae 
ranged 20-30 per sweep. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Infestations of 8-12 per 
10 sweeps continue in Choctaw County (southeast); lighter counts, 2 per 10 

sweeps, noted in scattered areas of Muskogee and Wagoner Counties (east central) ; 
and in Greer and Harmon Counties (southwest). (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - 
Larval numbers low in alfalfa; 4-5 per 100 sweeps in northwest. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - MARYLAND - Larvae continue to cause moderate to 
heavy damage to pods and foliage of soybeans in 4 Eastern Shore counties, Most 
larvae full grown and pupation underway. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARKANSAS - Very 
low on alfalfa in northwest; 2-5 per 100 sweeps. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - OKLAHOMA = Populations declining in 
southeast; only occasional specimen taken in northeast and east central areas; 
ranged 7-8 per 10 sweeps in southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


PALE WESTERN CUTWORM (Agrotis orthogonia) - NEBRASKA - Single adult taken in 
light trap at North Platte, Lincoln County, September 23. This is first speci- 
men taken since 1957. (Pruess). 


CUTWORMS = SOUTH CAROLINA — Unspecified species caused serious damage to peanuts 
at Sumter, Sumter County; 340 acres completely defoliated, with about 50 percent 
reduction in yield of nuts. Larvae ranged 10-20 per hill beneath plants, Septem- 
ber 1. (Nettles et al.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - MARYLAND - Ranged 0.3-0.6 larva per sweep in 
5 counties. Small adult numbers taken in Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
VIRGINIA —- Damage to alfalfa evident in several Bath County fields; however, no 
larvae or adults observed. (Bishop). UTAH - Adults numerous in litter, wind- 
breaks and other locations in Logan area, Cache County. (Knowlton). 


CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - WISCONSIN - Adults common in alfalfa; few 
first instars present. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera ni rirostris) - MARYLAND - Averaged 0.7 adult 
per sweep on red clover in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - WISCONSIN - This and related undeter- 
mined species common in many alfalfa fields in southern counties; as high as 20 
per 10 sweeps. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A WEEVIL (Sitona scissifrons) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 50 per 100 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Spink County. (Hintz). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - COLORADO - Averaged 100 per linear 
foot of drill row in new stands of alfalfa in Otero County. New alfalfa plantings 
taken out by this pest soon after seedlings emerge from soil. (Schweissing). 

NEW MEXICO - Generally light in all areas of State, except for few isolated 

fields where populations increasing. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA —- Mediun, 

15-25 per square foot, on young alfalfa in Muskogee County area; continued 

light, 30-40 per 10 sweeps, on alfalfa in southeast and up to 75 per 10 sweeps 

in Greer and Harmon Counties, southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Averaged 24 per 100 sweeps in Spink County alfalfa. (Hintz). 
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PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts high on alfalfa throughout 
north central and northeastern regions; ranged 700-1,000 per 100 sweeps. (Hintz). 
WISCONSIN - Populations lower than at same time in 1961; seldom exceed 20 per 
sweep. Diseased specimens comprised over 50 percent of population in some 
instances. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Ranged 200-300 per 100 sweeps in north- 
west area alfalfa. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Light, 0-10 per 10 sweeps, 
observed in Choctaw County, southeast; none observed in east central and north- 
eastern areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MARYLAND - Averaged 1.5 per sweep in western 
area and 20-25 per sweep on Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Generally light throughout State; ranged 
4-8 per 25 sweeps. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - L. lineolaris ranged 15-20 
per 100 sweeps in northwest area alfalfa. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - MARYLAND - Averaged 1 adult per sweep 
on alfalfa and clover in western part of State and zero in eastern area. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). 


STINK BUGS - NORTH CAROLINA - Undetermined species averaged 11 adults and 3 
nymphs per 50 feet of row in 11 resurveyed soybean fields in Jones, Craven, 
Pamlico, Beaufort, Hyde, Tyrrell and Washington Counties. These fields picked 
from 22 fields previously reported and contained an above-average number of 
stink bugs. These 11 fields contained 8 adults and 16 nymphs per 50 feet of row 
at time of initial survey. Small sample of pods taken from each field, but have 
not been evaluated at present. (Mount). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - NEW MEXICO - Ranged 6-20 
per 25 sweeps in alfalfa in Eddy, Bernalillo and Dona Ana Counties. (N. M. Coop. 
Dito ie 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - WISCONSIN - Adults and nymphs averaged as 
high as 4 per 10 sweeps in some alfalfa. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


LEAFHOPPERS - OKLAHOMA - Heavy populations of undetermined species present in 
Choctaw County alfalfa; light numbers noted in young wheat in Webbers Falls area, 
Muskogee County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CRICKETS - WISCONSIN - Nemobius fasciatus numerous in alfalfa in Dane, Sauk, 
Iowa, Green and Rock Counties; as high as 20 per square yard in some fields. 
Gryllus sp. common, but only about one-tenth as numerous as former species. 
Wisieins. Sux.) 


GRASSHOPPERS -— SOUTH DAKOTA - Continue to damage borders of winter wheat fields 
in central area; up to 50 feet in some fields. Weather has been warm all fall; 
many live grasshoppers still present along field margins, fence rows and road- 
sides. Reseeding of field edges will be necessary in some instances. (Burge). 
WISCONSIN - Egg laying by Melanoplus femurrubrum delayed; 20 percent in Green 
and Rock Counties as of October 10. In one field, 12 percent infested with 
nematodes. Approximately 5 percent died of disease in several southern counties, 
Undetermined mites infested about 20 percent of grasshoppers in an eastern Green 
County field. Few fourth and fifth instars still present and eggs scarce at 
this time. Few bee fly larvae found, but predation appears a minor factor. 
Gils) Ins.) Sur.) 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - KANSAS - Reports from western area indicate 
many growers concerned about damage appearing in wheat fields. High counts of 
15-20 larvae per tiller reported. Overplanting recommended in some instances. 
(Duitsman, Gates, Painter). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - ARIZONA - Caused heavy injury to 
late-planted grain sorghum on University of Arizona Experiment Station in Graham 
County. Very noticeable in all late plantings of grain sorghum in Graham and 
Cochise Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
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SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - ARIZONA - Very heavy in 
grain sorghum, especially those fields planted to sorghum in 1961. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). ARKANSAS - Large majority of larvae below ground in northwest area; 
most spotless form. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - OKLAHOMA - Very light numbers observed in field 
of small grain in Johnston County, south central; this is first report of season. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Few specimens noted in several fields in panhandle 
area. Situation near average for time of year. (Daniels). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - WISCONSIN - Alate and apterous 
forms averaged 3 per 10 sweeps in field of broadcast rye in Green County. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.). 


GRAIN APHIDS - CALIFORNIA —- Nymphs of Rhopalosiphum fitchii heavy in field corn 
in Walnut Grove and R. maidis light to medium on same crop in Isleton, Sacramento 
County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Very light, scattered counts of R. maidis 


observed on small grains in northeastern and east central areas. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Continues the most important prob- 
lem on pastures, small grains and lawns in State. Continues heavy in eastern 
areas, and moved westward into Comal, Gonzales, De Witt and Karnes Counties, 
Infestation in Madison County heaviest in years. (Texas Coop. Rpt.; Smith, 
Garrett, Heideman, Shaver, Stockton). OKLAHOMA - Light on alfalfa checked in 
Choctaw, Bryan, Greer and Harmon Counties; present on pasture grasses in 
McCurtain County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SUNFLOWER MOTH (Homoeosoma electellum) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium in sunflower 
seeds in Isleton area, Sacramento County, and heavy locally in Kings County. 
(Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


APPLE LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca maligna) - OHIO - Damage severe during 1962 season 
on apple nursery stock at Oak Hill, Jackson County. (Cutright, Forsythe). 


A LEAF BLOTCH MINER (Parornix quadripunctella) —- PENNSYLVANIA - Collected on 
apple at Rutherford, Dauphin County, by W. Yount in July. Det. by D. R. Davis. 
(Pa. Ins. Sur.). 


SHOT-HOLE BORER (Scolytus rugulosus) - NEW MEXICO - Damaged sweet cherries in 
Bernalillo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy on cherry and pear trees 
in Greenville, Plumas County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES - OHIO - Commercial control of Panonychus ulmi necessary in southern 
area on apples; crops generally excellent quality. Some resistance to controls 
noted. (Cutright, Forsythe). NEW MEXICO - Heavy feeding by Tetranychus 
medanieli noted on leaves and fruit in Bernalillo County; foliage now brown 

from previous infestations. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). CALIFORNIA - T. pacificus 


heavy on apricot trees in Broderick, Yolo County. (Gal. Coop. Rpt.) . 


OLIVE SCALE (Parlatoria oleae) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on olive trees in Winters, 
Yolo County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BLACK-MARGINED APHID (Monellia costalis) - NEW MEXICO - This species and 


Myzocallis caryaefoliae generally heavy in untreated pecan Orchards in Mesilla 
Valley. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
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WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - CALIFORNIA - Causing considerable damage 
to yard, street and commercial plantings locally in several northern counties. 
Medium to heavy in English and black walnut yard trees in Walnut Grove and 
Sacramento, Sacramento County; general in commercial acreages in San Joaquin 
County; heavy in Los Altos, Santa Clara County; medium in Watsonville, Santa 
Cruz County; and larvae medium in Salwey peaches in Riverside, Riverside County. 
(CaleCoope Rpt 


Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - End of September - CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllo- 
coptruta oleivora) infested leaves in 45 percent of groves (norm 59 percent); 26 
percent economic (norm 38 percent). Infested fruit in 73 percent of groves (norm 
69 percent); 47 percent economic (norm 44 percent). Population on fruit will 
continue in high range, whereas infestation on leaves will remain near current 

low level. Highest districts, based on infestation on fruit, upper east coast, 
Bartow, west coast, ridge and Indian River. TEXAS CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus 
banksi) infested 19 percent of groves (norm 14 percent); 7 percent economic 

(morm 2 percent). Although population is in low range in all districts, it is 
above seasonal average and increasing. CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus citri) infes- 
ted 28 percent of groves (norm 42 percent); 4 percent economic (norm 21 percent). 
Infestations are lightest recorded in 12 years of record. Population will remain 
very low in all districts. PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) infested 52 percent 
of groves (norm 57 percent); 1 percent economic (norm 2 percent). FLORIDA RED 
SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infested 40 percent of groves (norm 58 percent) ; 
none economic (norm 10 percent). Infestations of both species lightest recorded 
in 12 years of record. Populations are highly parasitized and will remain very 
low in all districts. BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) infested 45 percent of 

groves (norm 28 percent); 26 percent economic (norm 8 percent). Population at 
moderate level, but is highest on record for time of year. Very few infestations 
will be of concern to growers this fall. Highest districts Indian River, upper 
east coast and ridge. CHAFF SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) , GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosa- 
phes gloverii) , YELLOW SCALE (Aonidiella citrina) , a SNOW SCALE (Unaspis citri) 
and Pinnaspis strachani above average abundance; however, nearly all infestations 
scattered and light. WHITEFLIES will remain above average abundance through 
mid-October. GRASSHOPPERS and PLANT BUGS are more numerous than usual. (Simanton, 
Johnson, Brooks (Citrus Expt. Sta., Lake Alfred)). 


Citrus Insect Forecast in Florida - October through December 1962 = CITRUS RUST 
MITE (Phyllocoptruta Oleivora) will increase gradually from late October through 
November, then decline; statewide population expected to he near average, with 
about 50 percent of groves developing moderate to heavy infestations. TEXAS 
CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) populations will build up steadily until 
December and will be higher than fall levels of prior years; important infesta- 
tions will occur in about 15 percent of groves. CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus citri) 
populations will remain below average; about 10 percent of groves will develop 
injurious infestations. Light infestations of PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) 
and FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) will be common but very few will 
reach destructive levels; sulfur-treated groves should be checked for buildup. 
BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) , GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) and CHAFF 
SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) will be more abundant than usual and will be present 
in majority of groves. A few important infestations of these species and of 
YELLOW SCALE (Aonidiella citrina) and the ARMORED SCALES (Unaspis citri and 
Pinnaspis strachani) may be expected. GRASSHOPPERS and PLANT BUGS will be more 


numerous than usual. The outlook given here is based on the a i 

weather beyond the period of the current U. S. Weather Bukeada SOL aa sOeeee 
will be normal. Departures from these normal conditions may affect citrus insect 
and mite populations directly or indirectly in a number of ways. Therefore, the 
forecast above Should not be viewed with the same degree of confidence as the 
"Citrus Insect Situation" reports published twice each month in the Cooperative

CITRUS THRIPS (Scirtothrips citri) - CALIFORNIA - Light to medium on citrus trees 
in Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.) 
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A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Infested Citrus reticulata at Eustis, 
Lake County, September 28. Det. by A. K. Burditt, Jr. Light to moderate on 
C. sinensis at Mascotte, Lake County (Sept. 26) and at Orlando, Orange County 


MOct. 5). (Fla. Coop. Sur.) 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Injury to untreated lettuce 
continues in Salt River Valley. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium 
on carrots, light on sugar beets and heavy on onions in Thermal, Riverside 
County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Injury to untreated lettuce in 
Salt River Valley continues. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Controls generally 
good but egg laying continues. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEW MEXICO - Controls generally good in 
Mesilla Valley on lettuce, but egg laying continues. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - COLORADO - Caused very little loss to 
potatoes in San Luis Valley; trace numbers of potato plants exhibited psyllid 
yellows at time of harvest. (Jenkins). 


SQUASH BUG (Anasa tristis) - OHIO -- Heavy on pumpkins in southern Wayne County; 
third through fifth instars and adults in clusters on fruits; 50-60 per fruit 
throughout 0.25-acre patch. (Lyon). OKLAHOMA - Killing pumpkin vines in Choctaw 
County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.) 


COTTON INSECTS 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Continues to increase. 
Migrating from cotton to other fields and into lawns where Suburban areas join 
cotton fields. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.).

KANSAS - Undetermined species severely injured individual Colorado 
blue spruce trees throughout Hays, Ellis County, October 5. (Thompson). 


PITCH TWIG MOTH (Petrova comstockiana) - MARYLAND - Light on shoots of red pine 
locally in Baltimore County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


PINE ENGRAVER (Ips pini) - PENNSYLVANIA - Attacked plantings of red pine at 
Orangeville, Columbia County. Several trees killed. Det. by E. U. Balsbaugh. 
(Collocott, Oct. 4). 


PINE TORTOISE SCALE (Toumeyella numismaticum) - OHIO - Natural control 95 percent 
on Scotch pines in Clark County. (Neiswander). 


A PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion excitans) - FLORIDA - Feeding on foliage of pond pine 
(Pinus serotina) at Alachua, Alachua County (Oct. 6). Det. by L. A. Hetrick. 
(Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


VARIABLE OAK LEAF CATERPILLAR (Heterocampa manteo) - OKLAHOMA - Destructive 
populations present in several areas of State, with 90 percent defoliation 
reported in areas of Seminole and Pontotoc Counties, south central. Infestations 
also reported in Payne and Washington Counties, north central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.).

TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - OKLAHOMA - Damage reported from several 
locations throughout eastern half of State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SYCAMORE LACE BUG (Corythucha ciliata) - OHIO - Light to moderate populations 
causing moderate damage to Sycamore near Columbus, Franklin County. (Lyon). 


MAPLE BLADDER-GALL MITE (Vasates quadripedes) - OHIO - Heavy on leaves of red and 
Silver maples in Clark, Madison, Champaign and Union Counties. (Lyon). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - OHIO - Completely defoliated backyard 
honeylocusts in southern Madison County. No controls previously applied. (Lyon). 


AZALEA CATERPILLAR (Datana major) - FLORIDA - Infesting azalea plants at Homeland, 
Polk County (Oct. 3). Infestations heavy in several sections of this district. 
(Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


DIAMONDBACK MOTH (Plutella maculipennis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on stock (Mathiola 
incana) plants for seed in Watsonville, Santa Cruz County. (Gal... Coops) Rptws 


MORNING-GLORY LEAF MINER (Bedellia somnulentella) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on 
morning-glory plants in Brawley, Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A NOCTUID (Heliothis subflexa) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae light in fruit of tomatillo 
(Physalis ixocarpa) in Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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APHIDS - VIRGINIA - Medium locally on willow near Charlotte Court House, 
Charlotte County; severe on weeping willow at a location in Manassas, Prince 
William County; medium on bark of limbs of pin oak at a location in Newport News 
and on pine at a location in Manassas. (Tarpley, Morton, Longmire, McBride). 
PENNSYLVANIA - Macrosiphoniella sanborni abundant on chrysanthemums out doors in 
Centre County.

GIANT HORNET (Vespa crabro germana) - MARYLAND - Adults injured lilac at Henderson, 
Caroline County. USMday EnteeDeptep 


SPIDER MITES - OREGON - Panonychus ulmi heavily damaged garden marigolds at a 
location in Albany, Linn County, October 8. (Every). CALIFORNIA - Oligonychus j 

latani adults heavy on leaves of sycamore in Madera, Madera County. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). PENNSYLVANIA - Tetranychus telarius very heavy on chrysanthemums and 
carnations in a Jefferson County greenhouse. (Adams). 


A FALSE SPIDER MITE (Tenuipalpus pacificus) - FLORIDA - Severe on 7,525 cattleya 
orchid plants at Tampa, Hillsborough County (Sept. 24). (Fla. Coop. Rpt.). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period September 28 to October 4, a total of 70,749,050 sterile flies 
was released over an area of 63,000 square miles in Texas, with 7,000 square 
miles covered in the average overwintering area of New Mexico. Release rate was 
800 sterile flies per square mile over the general area, with additional flies 
being released in areas favorable to screw-worm populations. A total of 1,494 
screw-worm cases was reported during the period. New counties reported infested 
were Seminole, OKLAHOMA; Delta, Franklin, Rockwall and Titus, TEXAS. (Anim. Dis. 
Erad. Div.). 
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HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - NEW MEXICO - Extremely bothersome in all homes and 
buildings in Las Cruces area, Dona Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - 
Typical fall buildups occurring in Bryan-College Station area, Brazos County, 
and becoming a nuisance to residents. (Newton). OKLAHOMA - Populations down in 
Stillwater area, Payne County; less than 7 per Scudder grid. Light numbers 
noted around feed lots in Craig County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - NEBRASKA - Reported clustering in attic of farm home 
in Platte County. (Bergman). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) -— OKLAHOMA - Populations down in Stillwater area, 
Payne County; ranged 25-50 per head on cattle. Counts also low in northeast and 
east central areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged less than 1 per head on 
cattle in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


WOOL MAGGOTS - COLORADO - Unspecified species found on 1-2 sheep per 100 head in 
flocks in San Luis Valley. (Jenkins). 


MOSQUITOES —- ARIZONA - Becoming quite a problem in recently flooded areas of Pinal 
County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW. MEXICO - Troublesome in new Agricultural 
Building on campus of New Mexico State University. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - 
Adults troublesome to residents in Bryan-College Station area, Brazos County, 
following recent rains. (Newton). Aedes sollicitans was most numerous species 

in Jefferson County, with Psorophora confinnis Second in prevalence. Comparatively 
large catches of Anopheles quadrimaculatus and Psorophora ciliata were also made. 
Aedes vexans, Aedes taeniorhynchus and Anopheles crucians were present in moderate 
numbers, with specimens of Uranotaenia sapphirina and U. lowii being taken 
throughout Jefferson County. Population of Culex spp. in Port Arthur light trap 
is on increase, with an apparent buildup of Culex salinarius in progress. 
(Jefferson Co. Mosq. Cont. Comm., Sept. Rpt.). NEBRASKA - Annoyance by various 
species continues in some portions of eastern area; larvae still present. 
(Bergman). 


A BOT FLY (Cuterebra sp.) - NORTH CAROLINA - Removed from upper eye lid of child 
at Morganton, Burke County, latter part of September. Det. by C. W. Sabrosky. 
(Mount). 


WASPS AND YELLOW JACKETS - UTAH - Wasps invaded schoolroom in Salt Lake City, 
causing student concern. Yellow jackets troublesome, abundant and agressive at 
a location in North Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). 


BROWN DOG TICK (Rhipicephalus sanguineus) - OKLAHOMA - Problem on dogs and around 
homes in Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - 
Infesting dogs in Albuquerque area, Bernalillo County. Many inquiries concerning 
control. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Troublesome in Maricopa, Pima and Pinal 
Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Infesting dogs locally in 

Sacramento and North Highlands, Sacramento County. Apparently conditions 
extremely favorable for rapid buildup, of populations at this time. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - UTAH - Have been present in basements 
or about garages and foundations during past 2 weeks in Salt Lake County. 
(Knowlton, Rose). VIRGINIA — Reported at a location in Richmond area. (Willey). 
HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - OREGON - Infested home in 
Albany, Linn County. (Every).

WEEVILS -— OREGON - Brachyrhinus spp. invaded homes in Oregon City, Salem, Silver- 
ton and other Willamette Valley communities; Trachyphloeus bifoveolatus entered 
homes in Coquille, Coos County, and Reedsport, Douglas County. (Every). 


HACKBERRY-NIPPLE-GALL MAKER (Pachypsylla celtidismamma) - NEBRASKA - Moving into 
homes in heavy numbers in Lincoln, Lancaster County. (Bergman). 


EARWIGS - ARIZONA - Undetermined species becoming severe pest in Maricopa, Pinal 
and Pima Counties; entering homes when lawns are irrigated. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
WYOMING - Forficula auricularia adults infested many homes in Cheyenne, Laramie 


County. (Spackman). 


MILLIPEDS - ILLINOIS - Very prevalent and migrating into many homes during past 
2 weeks over many areas of State. (I11. Ins. Rpt.). VIRGINIA - Heavy in home 
in Lovettsville, Loudoun County. (Tarpley, Brown). NEBRASKA - Moderate to 
heavy and invading homes in southern part of State. (Bergman). 


SILVERFISH (Lepisma saccharina) - NEW MEXICO - Heavy in some homes in Valencia 
County.) (Nahe COO papier 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - UTAH - This species and 
unspecified dermestid beetles invaded flour and dry cereals in several homes in 
Salt Lake City and County. (Knowlton). 


A ROTTENWOOD TERMITE (Zootermopsis sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Beginning emergence in 
Santa Maria, Santa Barbara County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A DRYWOOD TERMITE - (Kalotermes minor) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in new cedar shingles 
in Corona, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


OLD-HOUSE BORER (Hylotrupes bajulus) - MARYLAND - Larvae taken from structural 
wood in home in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - OHIO - Extremely heavy and damaging 
stored corn in 2 bins of 30,000 bushels each at grain company in Champaign 
County. Webs completely blackened grains; large numbers of larvae climbing up 
sides of storage bins and out of manhole covers. No control program in force. 
(Lyon). WYOMING - Larvae and adults found in 1 of 12 granaries inspected in 
Goshen County; infestation light. (Fullerton). 


FLAT GRAIN BEETLE (Cryptolestes pusillus) - OHIO - Two-foot probs in stored corn 
in grain company in Champaign County revealed heavily damaged kernels; ranged 
7-10 adults per handful of kernels; no control program in force. (Triplehorn, 
Lyon). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Or yzaephilus surinamensis) - OHIO - Moderate to heavy 
oat kernel damage noted at Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station, Wayne County; 
control by fumigation with fairly good kills. Ranged light to moderate. 
(Davidson, Lyon). WYOMING - Adults found in 10 of 12 granaries inspected in 
Goshen County; light in all granaries.

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CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - WYOMING - Adults found in 7 of 12 
granaries inspected in Goshen County; all infestations light.

RED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium castaneum) - WYOMING - Adults found in 9 of 12 
granaries inspected in Goshen County; very heavy in one, light in other granaries.

GRANARY WEEVIL (Sitophilus granarius) - WYOMING - Light in one granary in Goshen 
County. (Fullerton). 


RICE WEEVIL (Sitophilus oryzae) - OHIO - Adults very light in stored corn at 
Champaign County grain storage company. Damage not accurately rated due to 
severe damage caused by grain beetles in same bins. (Triplehorn, Lyon). 


CADELLE (Tenebroides mauritanicus) - WYOMING - Larvae found in 7 of 12 granaries 
inspected in Goshen County; adults found in 2 granaries; all infestations light. 
(Fullerton). 


MEALWORMS (Tenebrio spp.) -— WYOMING - Larvae found in 4 of 12 granaries inspected 
in Goshen County; ranged light to moderate. (Fullerton). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


A LADY BEETLE (Coleomegilla maculata) - OHIO - Large numbers of adults on aphid 
infested willow trees; ranged 5-6 per branch in southern Wayne County. (Lyon). 


A PUNCTUREVINE WEEVIL (Microlarinus lareynii) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on 
puncturevine seedpods in Coachella, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


GREEN LACEWINGS (Chrysopa spp.) - OHIO - Several adults noted in mixed grass- 
legume hayfield in northern Holmes County. (Lyon). 


A PREDACEOUS STINK BUG (Euthyrhynchus floridanus) - VIRGINIA - Common in some 
sections of State. (Tarpley). Note in CEIR 12(41):1088 should be placed under 
beneficial insects section; species predaceous on aphids, caterpillars and other 
insects. (W. A. Anderson). 


Beneficial Insects in Arkansas - Nabis spp., Geocoris punctipes, Orius insidiosus 
and paraSitic hymenopterons noted in alfalfa in northwestern area. (Ark. Ins. 
Sux .)'. 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


PUSS CATERPILLAR (Megalopyge opercularis) - VIRGINIA - Numerous larvae found on 
Burford holly at Richmond. Inquiries indicate this pest may be of concern this 
year. Also reported from Smithfield, Isle of Wight County. (Willey, Tarpley, 
Grizzard). 


A GEOMETRID MOTH (Deteronomous magnar ius) - WISCONSIN - Appearing in large 
numbers; 106 collected in blacklight trap at Madison, Dane County, October 1-10; 
total of 31 during same period in 1961. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A POWDER-POST BEETLE (Trogoxylon prostomoides) - ARKANSAS - Emerged from bamboo 
basket in Little Rock, Pulaski County. Det. by T. J. Spillman. Basket previously 
brought in from Mexico. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


A LEAF BEETLE (Lema nigrovittata) - CALIFORNIA - Adults and larvae heavy on 
Jimpsonweed in Grass Valley, Nevada County, and heavy on a solanaceous plant 
(tomatillo) in Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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A SOLDIER BEETLE (Chauliognathus pennsylvanicus) - VIRGINIA - Unusually common 
throughout State; larvae entering homes in search of hibernating sites. Heavy 

at home in Montpelier, Hanover County (Willey); noted at Spotsylvania, Spotsylvania 
County (Tarpley, Kash, Oct. 4); at Fredericksburg, Stafford County (Tarpley, 

Beck) and at Palmyra, Fluvanna County (Tarpley, Watts). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - TEXAS - Collected in 
Montgomery County by G. L. Clyburn; scattered and medium on rural property. 
(Texas Coop. Rpt., Mority).

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HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES 


The following notes were submitted by the Hawaiian Entomological Society and were 
extracted from the “Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the August 13, 1962, 
meeting. 


An EYE GNAT (Hippelates collusor) - One specimen was present in a collection made 
by George Butler on Kure Island during the summer of 1961. This species is not 
known to be established in Hawaii. (D. E. Hardy). 


A BILLBUG (Sphenophorus venatus vestitus) was reported destroying 4.5 acres of 
Sugarcane seedlings at the Hawaiian Sugarcane Planters Association substation, 
Kailau, Oahu. The field was examined by F. A. Bianchi and J. W. Beardsley on 
July 23. The seedlings had been germinated in greenhouses at Makiki, Honolulu, 
and transplanted at Kailau in 3 or 4 lots over a period of 8 weeks or so. In the 
field, they were planted in bundles of 20-30 seedlings evenly spaced in long rows 
and ranging in height from 6-7 inches to 12-24 inches. About one-fourth of the 
bundles showed signs of beetle activity and, in many, all of the seedlings were 
killed. The period of greatest activity seemed to have passed, however, for 
neither adults or larvae were abundant. It appeared that in most cases eggs had 
been laid singly on individual seedlings a short distance above ground, and that 
early development had occurred as the young larvae bored into and fed within the 
Spindles. Later, larvae emerged from the seedlings underground and finished their 
growth feeding on the massed roots and bases of other seedlings in the bunch. In 
this manner, a single larva often accounted for all the seedlings in the bunch; 
but in some cases, individual seedlings were able to overcome basal damage by 
throwing out roots above the injury and continuing to grow. S. venatus vestitus 
seriously damages zoyzia grass lawns in Honolulu and is known from a number of 
other graminaceous hosts in the Southeastern States, but this is the first record 
of its damage to sugarcane. (F. A. Bianchi). S. venatus vestitus was reported 


for the first time at Lawai, Kauai; a new island record. (S. Au). 


A CATTLE SUCKING LOUSE (Solenopotes capillatus) was collected from the head of 

a young calf at Kipu Ranch, Kauai, by Mr. H. Goodale, and submitted for identi- 
fication by Mr. Stephen Au on July 24. Dr. C. R. Joyce made the determination. 
The collection represents a new pest record for the island of Kauai and the State. 
(C2 Jie eDavaAs))- 


GREENHOUSE THRIPS (Heliothrips haemorrhoidalis) caused the most important damage 
to pine plantings, and this occurred on Monterey pine (Pinus radiata). The damage 
was observed on several pines in the Makakupaia region of Molokai, where much 
killing of needle clusters was observed. Thrips were readily jarred from infested 
branches and 2 terminal branches which were beaten yielded 45 and 55 thrips, 
respectively. It is believed that the peak of infestation occurred about 2 weeks 
ago and, that with recent showers in the vicinity, damage may subside. Thrips 
damage was not observed on other species of pine on Molokai and, although dead 
needles were evident on the lower branches and bole of P. pinea and other species, 
this does not appear to be insect caused. (C. J. Davis). 


A recent outbreak of LAWN ARMYWORM (Spodoptera mauritia acronyctoides) caused 
serious damage to 33 acres of lawns surrounding 168 units of housing (Manana 
Housing Area) on Oahu. On August 3, thousands of young larvae were found 
crawling on streets, sidewalks and concrete lanais, as well as over the lawns 
in the daylight. The lawns were almost completely denuded of green except for 
weeds, which in some cases were also attacked. (Clagg). 
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INTERCEPTIONS OF SPECIAL INTEREST AT U. S. PORTS OF ENTRY 


Some important interceptions that were reported July 31, 1962, by the Plant 
Quarantine Division, ARS, USDA, follow. These reports are based on identifica- 
tions received from Federal taxonomists at the U. S. National Museum during the 
month, but do include any of special interest from recent months that were not 
previously reported. 


WHITE GARDEN SNAIL (Theba pisana (Muller)) 8 times; at New Orleans, Louisiana, 
one time on miscellaneous cargo; at Wilmington, North Carolina, once on general 
cargo and vehicles; at Norfolk, Virginia, once on cargo of gas cylinders; and at 
New York, New York, 5 times, with 3 in stores (one on Lilium in crew baggage and 
one on gas cylinder cargo). 


A LYMANTRIID (Euproctis similis (Fussly)) (gold or yellow-tail moth, a pest of 
many fruit and forest trees throughout much of Europe and Asia) at Honolulu, 
Hawaii, on Crataegus plants. 


CELERY FLY (Acidia heraclei L.) in stores at New York, New York. 


CRANE FLIES - Tipula paludosa Mg. and Limonia sp. with plants in soil in baggage, 
and Tipula sp. with plant in soil in mail at New York, New York. Also, Tipula 
sp. with shamrocks in mail at Detroit, Michigan. 


A SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas puncticollis Boh.) (an African species) in stores at 
New York, New York. 


WEEVILS (Lixus spp.) (important genus of weevils in Mediterranean area) in beet 
stores at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and in cornstalk with general cargo at 
Wilmington, North Carolina. 


LARGE WHITE BUTTERFLY (Pieris brassicae (L.)) pupal cases attached to conex 
boxes at New Orleans, Louisiana. 


DURRA STALK BORER (Sesamia cretica Led.) in broomcorn cargo residue at Buffalo, 
New York, and at Cleveland, Ohio; also in ears of corn in baggage at New York, 
New York. 


CABBAGE MOTH (Mamestra brassicae (L.)) in stores at New York, New York. 


FRUIT FLIES - Dacus sp., probably cucurbitae (Coq.), in stores at San Pedro, 
California. D. dorsalis Hend., or probably this species, 5 times; once in 


baggage at San Pedro, California, and 4 times at Honolulu, Hawaii, in baggage. 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens (Loew)) 18 times in baggage from Mexico; 

at Eagle Pass, Texas, 2 times; at Nogales, Arizona, 3 times; at Laredo, Texas, 
6 times; at Calexico, California, 5 times; and once each at Chicago, Illinois, 
and New York, New York. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) 26 times; at New York, 

New York, 14 times, with 3 in stores and 11 in baggage; at Boston, Massachusetts, 
one time in baggage; at Charleston, South Carolina, one time; at Dover, Delaware, 
one time in stores; at Miami, Florida, 2 times in quarters and baggage; at 
Hawaii, 5 times in baggage; and at San Pedro, California, 2 times in baggage. 


EUROPEAN CHERRY FRUIT FLY (Rhagoletis cerasi L.) 7 times in baggage; at San 
Pedro, California, one time and at New York, New York, 6 times. 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium Everts) 11 times; at Port Arthur, Texas, one 
time in stores; at Houston, Texas, 2 times in stores; at Charleston, South 
Carolina, 2 times (in old burlap wrappers of cotton waste cargo and in ship's 
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hold); at Baltimore, Maryland, one time in cargo; at New York, New York, 4 times 
with burlap containers of cargoes; and at San Diego, California, one time in 
stores. 


A BROAD-NOSED WEEVIL (Phyllobius sp.) (genus with numerous species of economic 
importance in Europe) with packing material for cargo of nursery stock destined 
for Michigan, at Hoboken, New Jersey. 


GOLDEN NEMATODE (Heterodera rostochiensis Woll.) 3 times; once each at San Pedro 
and San Diego, California, and Wilmington, North Carolina.
